Till]  Committee  of  the  Royal  School  of  Industry  for  the  Blind 
have  pleasure  in  presenting  their  Annual  Report  and  State- 
ment of  Accounts  for  1923-24,  and  desire  to  express  thanks 
to  the  Donors,  the  Subscribers,  and  all  who  continue  to  interest 
themselves  in  this  local  Institution  which  is  responsible  to  the 
Ministry  of  Health,  the  Board  of  Education,  and  to  the  City 
Council  for  the  entire  work  for  the  Blind  from  childhood  to  old 
age  in  the  City  of  Bristol  and  in  the  neighbouring  counties. 

Finance. — The  Statement  of  Accounts  printed  with  this 
Report,  show  that  whilst  there  has  been  considerable  reduct'  ons 
in  some  items  of  the  cost  of  maintenance  as  compared  with  that 
of  the  past  three  of  four  years,  yet  the  amounts  paid  to  the 
Blind,  either  as  workers  or  as  unemployable,  have  been  increased 
or  maintained  at  a level  which  the  Committee  hope  gives  a 
reasonable  maintenance.  This  has  been  made  possible  by  the 
grants  from  Government  and  Local  Authorities  and  an  increased 
return  from  subscriptions  and  donations,  particularly  the  Blind 
Workers’  Help  Fund. 

Legacies,  although  rather  below  the  average,  have  been  most 
welcome  for  purposes  of  capital  expenditure. 

Some  attempts  have  been  made  with  a view  to  unification  of 
collecting  for  the  Blind,  but  they  have  not  so  far  materialised. 
Meanwhile  the  Committee  are  anxious  to  impress  upon  their 
friends  the  importance  of  supporting  the  Local  Blind,  for  whom 
this  Institution  takes  the  entire  responsibility  in  this  district. 

The  School. — The  number  of  pupils  making  full  attendance 
has  for  the  first  time  come  up  to  the  number  (117)  for  whom  the 
School  is  recognised.  Some  changes  in  the  staff  have  taken 
place,  the  places  of  those  leaving  being  satisfactorily  filled  up. 

Dr.  Lilian  Wilson,  one  of  H.M.  Inspectors,  visited  on  May 
8th  and  expressed  her  satisfaction  with  the  condition  of  the 
School  and  with  the  care  with  which  the  records  of  the  pupils’ 
health  are  kept. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  De  Lacy  O’Leary  held  the  Diocesan  Inspection 
on  June  18th  and  reported  very  favourably  on  the  tone  of  the 
classes,  and  on  the  simple  and  interesting  manner  m which  the 
instruction  is  given. 
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Our  best  thanks  are  due  to  the  Rev,  U.  A.  K.  Simpson,  who 
is  still  acting  as  temporary  Chaplain.  Seven  girls  were  con- 
firmed by  the  Lord  Bishop  of  Bristol  on  Nov.  30th. 

A Tablet  has  been  placed  in  the  chapel  in  memory  of  our 
late  Chaplain,  the  Bev.  Percy  Brent. 

The  pupils  in  the  technical  classes  have  done  well,  and  the 
woods  produced  have  been  readily  disposed  of.  As  all  pupils  are 
now  expected  by  the  Board  of  Education  to  complete  then- 
training  by  the  end  of  the  term  in  which  their  twentieth  birth- 
day occurs,  it  is  found  necessary  to  begin  some  specialised 
technical  instruction  at  the  age  of  14. 

The  new  saleroom  on  the  Henleaze  Road  is  proving  a very 
valuable  asset,  and  we  again  appeal  to  those  living  in  the  district 
and  others  for  their  patronage. 

Music. — The  following  successes  have  been  gained  in  the 
various  examinations  in  Music  : — 

Incorporated  Society  of  Musicians. — Certificates  in  piano 
playing:  Honours  6,  Distinction  7,  Pass  1.  Cer- 
tificate in  organ  playing:  Honours  1. 

Trinity  College  of  Music,  London. — Certificates  in  piano 
piaying : Honours  3,  Pass  2.  Certificates  in  organ 
playing:  Honours  3. 

Five  pupils  have  gained  certificates  of  proficiency  in  tuning 
and  repairing. 

One  pupil  passed  the  Trin.  Coll.,  London,  examination  in 
solo  singing,  and  was  awarded  an  Honours  Diploma  in  the  Junior 
Division  (see  list  on  page  7) . 

The  usual  concerts,  together  with  an  operetta,  were  very 
successfully  given  during  the  year. 

We  much  regretted  the  resignation  of  Mrs.  Mulleny,  who 
had  been  music  mistress  for  34  years.  She  was  presented  by 
the  Committee,  on  her  leaving,  with  a writing  bureau.  Her  place 
has  been  taken  by  Miss  M.  E.  Bray',  L.B.A.M. 

The  Physical  Training  is  in  the  hands  of  specialists,  and  is 
well  cared  for,  and  in  the  winter  months  a great  variety  of 
indoor  games  is  provided  for  the  pupils.  A powerful  4-valve 
wireless  set  has  been  procured  through  the  generosity  of  friends 
of  the  School,  and  the  “ listening-in  ” is  much  appreciated. 

Two  classes  of  girls  w'ere  again  awarded  Certificates  of  Merit 
at  the  Bristol  Eisteddfod  for  country  dancing,  and  were  highly 
commended  by  Mr.  Cecil  Sharpe. 

The  generous  assistance  now  given  to  our  ex-pupils  who 
became  home  workers,  and  the  valuable  help  afforded  by  the 
Home  Workers'  Supervisor,  are  enabling  many  to  carry  on  that 
work  who  would  otherwise  have  been  unable  to  do  so. 
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Workshops. — The  Committee  have  given  constant  employ- 
ment to  about  the  average  number  of  Adult  Blind  capable  of 
employment  at  the  workshops,  and  by  augmentation  funds  have 
been  able  to  secure  reasonable  maintenance,  whilst  no  deduction 
has  been  made  for  sickness  or  holidays.  It  may  now  be  said 
that  no  blind  man  or  woman  able  and  willing  to'  work  need  be 
unemployed. 

The  amount  realised  by  the  sale  of  goods  has  somewhat 
fallen  off  during  the  past  year,  and  the  public  can  most  usefully' 
assist  by  making  their  purchases  at  the  Workshops  or  at  the 
School  at  Westbury-on-Trym. . Premises  at  13,  Park  Street, 
close  to  the  Workshops,  have  recently  been  acquired  for  the  pur- 
pose of  a saleshop,  and  when  alterations  are  completed  will 
serve  to  bring  the  work  more  prominently  to  the  notice  of  the 
public. 

The  loan  of  a shop  in  Castle  Street  last  summer  by  Mr. 
Hallett  was  much  appreciated,  also  a stall  at  the  “ Bristol  First  ” 
Exhibition,  lent  by  the  Rotary  Club. 

The  Committee  would  be  glad  of  further  invitations  for  the 
travelling  saleswoman  to  visit  other  towns  and  seaside  resorts, 
and  for  assistance  in  organising  sales  of  work  made  by  the  blind 
in  other  centres.  Special  recommendations  to  friends  are  most 
useful. 

A two  days’  sale  of  work  and  exhibition,  organised  by  the 
ladies  of  the  Committee  and  their  friends,  was  held  last  October 
in  the  Victoria  Rooms.  Valuable  support  and  interest  was 
accorded  to  our  work,  and  the  financial  surplus  was  devoted  to 
providing  useful  gifts  of  clothing  and  household  requisites  for 
the  Blind  last  winter. 

Home  Teaching  and  Visiting. — This  department  has  been 
most  valuable  for  the  care  of  the  blind  who  are  not  provided  for 
either  in  the  Schools  or  the  Workshops.  The  visits  of  our  Home 
Teachers  and  the  Almoner  are  much  appreciated  by  this 
numerous  section  of  blind  people.  The  financial  assistance  which 
the  Committee  as  agents  for  the  City  Council  are  able  to  dis- 
tribute is  most  helpful  to  the  poorer  blind  in  these  difficult  times. 

The  efforts  to  prevent  street  begging  are  meeting  with  in- 
creased success. 

By  co-operation  with  the  Bristol  Tramways  Company  and 
the  Blind  Persons  Act  Committee  of  the  City  Council,  free  tram- 
way and  bus  facilities  within  certain  limits  have  been  arranged 
for,  and  it  is  hoped  that  this  development  may  prove  a benefit 
to  many,  and  to  some  extent  mitigate  the  hardship  from  which 
they'  suffer. 

Home  Workers. — Many  blind  people  who  manufacture 
articles  in  their  own  homes  are  very  much  isolated  and  need 
much  help,  especially  in  the  sale  of  their  work  and  in  the 
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development  of  their  connection  for  business  purposes.  Many 
of  them  have  been  pupils  in  our  School  at  Westbury-on-irym  or 
of  other  schools,  and  the  number  registered  is  increasing. 
Encouraging  reports  are  received  from  time  to  time  in  the 
district,  which  covers  not  only  Bristol,  but  Crloucesteishiie, 
Wilts  and  the  greater  part  of  Somerset.  The  visits  of  Mr. 
Bryant,  our  visitor  and  work  supervisor,  who  was  himself  at 
one  time  threatened  with  permanent  blindness,  are  much  looked 
forward  to  and  appreciated  by  those  under  his  care. 

The  Hostel  for  Blind  Women  in  Tyndall’s  Park  has  been 
fully  occupied  by  blind  women,  .who  come  daily  to  the  Work- 
shops in  Park  Street  for  employment.  It  gives  21  inmates  a 
welcome  relief  from  the  cares  and  anxieties  of  lodging  and  board- 
ing in  crowded  homes,  as  well  as  the  companionship  of  those 
with  whom  they  had  been  associated  in  their  school  life.  The 
Matron  (Miss  Buekworth)  and  the  staff  are  always  alive  to  the 
essential  needs  of  the  inmates,  as  well  as  those  of  recreation  and 
general  interest.
